Senate Is Told
Japan Gets All
Hawaii's Sugar«o

Greatest Crop in History
Goes to Nipponese,Where¬
as This Country Formerly
Got the Whole Product

Shortage Here Until 1921

Smoot and Colleagues
Attack Baker for Sell¬
ing Army Supply Abroad

WASHINGTON, .Oct. 11..The sugar
shortage in the United States will con¬

tinue until the crop of 1921 is manu¬

factured, because of the fact that Japan
has bought the entire 1920 crop of
Hawaii, Senator Smoot, of Utah, told
the Senate to-day.
The sugar shortage was discussed at

length by several Senators, who at¬
tacked Secretary of War Baker f r sell¬
ing American army supplies of sugar
abroad instead of placing it on the
market in the United Stan s to prevent
an increase in price:: at home.

In a letter to Senator Pomerene,
which was read in the Senate, George
A. Zabriskie, head of tiie United States
Sugar Equalization Board, said that the
shortage was due more to an unex¬
pected increase in consumption at home
'.nan to an insufficient supply.

Big Increase in Demand
Mr. Zabriskie said that since the

first of January this year the con¬
sumption of sugar in the United States
has increased about 2.") per cent. This
increase, he said, was "entirely unex¬
pected." The period covered by tho
increase coincides with the period of
kitchen experimenta to alleviate the
drought caused by prohibition, but Mr.
Zabriskie did not blame the extensive
use of sugar in the manufacture of
home-made wines and other ¡: toxicants
for the silurtage. In his letter he
s a d
'"We regret greatly the many com¬

plaints being received about the diffi¬
culty of getting sugar. Tho situation
has developed not so much through
an insufficient supply as from an in¬
ordinate demand. The country, accord¬
ing to our figures, from the first of
January to the end of September con¬
sumed this year 3,263,000 long tons of
sugar, against 2,661,000 long tons a
year ago.an increase of about 602.000
long tons. This increase was entirelyunexpected, and is mainly responsiblefor the present scarcity.

Explains American Exports
"The information given you in re¬

spect to exportation is not quite cor¬
rect. When the Equalization Board
bought the Cuban crop, it resold to the
Allies one-third of the purchase. Of
this one-third, the Royal Commission
on the sugar supply arranged to have
refined lure 500 000 tons of raw sugar
on toll. There was no objection to this,
inasmuch as it kept American indus¬
tries and labor in employ. This is
practically the only sugar that is now
Being exported.
"On the first of July we asked the

refiners to suspend all expert sales,which request has been complied with.
There were, however, some contracts
made prior to that date for shipment
to the Allies and neutral countries.
These contracts having been made in
.rood faith, are lega! and binding on
the retiners and must be lived up to.
Tho amount, however, is small and in
our opinion not enough to atfect the
American people."
Senator Sherman, of Illinois, opened

discussion of the sugar shortage by
reading reports of the sale of army
sugar to Europe. These sales were
made to prevent the disturbance of
prices in the United States, said the
Senator.

Prices Ought To Re "Disturbed"
"These existing prices ought to be

disturbed," said Senator Sherman. "If
we are going to get relief from the
high cost of living we must disturb
prices."
Senator Sherman said that, despite

the sugar shortage in the United
Sti tes, the War Department has sold
22,000,000 pounds of sugar abroad.

"I was informed by one of the lead¬
ing sugar men of the United States,"
said Senator Smoot. "that Japan had
purchased all of the Hawaiian sugar
crop for this year; in other words,
that the extra largo crop raised or

expected to be raised this year will be
taken away from the American mar¬
ket entirely and the whole sugar pro¬
duct of the Hawaiian Islanfls sent to
Japan, or wherever Japan directs that
it be shipped. If that be the case, I
wish to sav now that the shortage of
sugar in the United States will con-
tinue at least until the crop of 1921
is manufactured."
"The Hawaiian crop amounts, I think,

to over 600 000 tons and heretofore
this country has had it all," inter¬
rupted Senator Lodge.
"And th's year's crop is the largest

in the history of the islands," said
Senator Smoot.

Federal Trade Commission
Issues Formal Complaint
Against Texas Promoters:
Must Answer by Nov. 23

fraud in numerous forms in the sale
of Texas oil stocks and the promotion
of oil companies, the Federal Trade
Commission to-day issued a formal
complaint of unfair competition against
S. E. J. Cox and his wife, Mrs. N. E.
Cox, of Houston, Tex.; Napoleon Hill,
of Chicago, employed by Cox at $5,000
a year as advertising agent, and the
Prudential Trust and Securities Com¬
pany, the Prudential Oil and Refining
Company arid the General Oil Com¬
pany.now bring promoted.nil ofHouston. Cox is president of the two
organized companies and is*to be presi¬dent of the General Oil Company. The
parties were directed to file answerwith the commission by November 25.
Among the practices alleged to havebeen employed by the parti, s. as out¬lined by the commission in a statementto-day, were:
"Circulation of false, misleading andunfair statements concerning the as¬

sets, resources, financial standing and
responsibility, business, progress and
good will of the oil companies named
in the complaint, and suppression ofother facts relating to the companies."Publication in'Hill's Golden Rule,'amagazine published in Chicago by Na¬
poleon Hill, in the April, 1919, issue, of
an editorial entitled 'An InterestingMan and His Wife Who Have Made
$1.000 000 for Other People,' which
contained 'numerous false and mislead¬
ing statements, known by the respond¬ents to be false and misleading, and
published by them for the purpose of
furthering their plans and purposes."S. E. J. Cex informed parties in¬
quiring as to stock of the Prudential
Oil and Refining Company that that
stock had been withdrawn from the
market, using language to* mislead his
inquirers to believe the stock had been
withdrawn because of its value, 'when
he knew at the time that the stock was
withdrawn because of the warning of
the Capital Issues Committee against
further exploitation; that along with
the information so given he recom¬
mended and urged such inquirers that
they invest in the stock of the General
Oil Company.'

"Publications in Houston by Cox. his
wife and Napoleon Hill of a magazine«
called 'Truth,' in which they 'greatly
exaggcrated fortunes to be made out of
oil stocks.'

$1.025.000 to be used for the payment
of scholarships for worthy and needy
boys and returned soldiers, and that
the said checks represented dividends
received by himself from the earnings
of the General Ui! Company.
"Fraudulent representation that the

Prudential Trust and Securities Com¬
pany had. in the year 1918. paid a stock
dividend of 200 per cent, and thai from
then on the company would pay out of
its earnings a dividend of 5 per cent
per month, with the prospect that these
dividends would increase shortly to 10
or 20 per cent per month.'*
